Washington, Dec. 9.—Tie Philippine

Washington, Dec. 9.—If the number 


of bills introduced in the house is any 
indication of legislative energy, the ses- 
sion of congress just begun is to be a 
record-breaker.

again been aroused iri the Blpadiinnur- 
der case by a story told by employes,o& 
a milk train running over the Keeno di- 
vision of the Boston and Maine railroad. 
This is the case where the mutilated 
body of Mrs. Margaret Blondin was 
found in the woods at Chelmsford, 
Mass., last June, and whose husband 
has been sought far1 and near by the 
police as the suppose;! murderer. 


The latest story is to the effect that 


for about a month past a man who has 
been at work for a farmer, living som* 
10 miles from the railroad, has every 
morning brought milk to the train at a 
small station near Hillsboro. No spe- 
cial notice was taken of his appearance 
until last Friday morning, when one of 
the train bauds remarked that he looked 
like Blondin, adding thathehadapictnre 
of Blondin at home which he would 
bring with him in the morning for com- 
parison. Whan the morning came, 
however, the man did not show np at 
the train and nothing has been seen ot 
bim since Friday. 


The relator of this story says that the 


man in question was bow-legged, his 
face pockmarked, his eye had the pe- 
culiar cast, and in other ways his ap- 
pearance tallied with the description of 
the much wanted Blondin. 
The lo- 


cality in which he was employed wonld 
be an ideal one for a person who de- 
sired to avoid recognition.

Edgar Allan Poe, who invented Dopin, 


the precursor of Bucket, Le Coq, Holmes 
and all the great detectives of modern lit- 
erature, was tested more than once upon 
real mysteries and showed himself as aft 
at unraveling them as his own eleier 
hero. Indeed in one of his tales of mys- 
tery he purposely paralleled the Circum- 
stances of a case then agitating the pub- 
lic and baffling the police, and the solu- 
tion which he offered in his fanciful ver- 
sion proved years after to be also that of 
the true tragedy. 


Perhaps it is not surprising that the 


imagination and trained observation of 
the novelist should assist him in detective 
work if hfis ever called upon to under- 
take it. Anthony Trollope, a novelist as 
far as possible removed from the school 
of sensational literature, once accomplish- 
ed a quick capture ia the line of his duties 
other than literary, for he was for many 
years unofficial in the service of the Brit- 
ish postal department. 


"He bad visited the office of a certain 


postmaster in the southwest of Ireland in 
the usual course of his duties," his broth- 
er relates, "had taken stock of the man 
.and had observed him during the inter- 
view carefully lock a large .desk in the of- 
fice.

The Joint resolution introduced by 


; Representative Levering, providing for 
an amendment to the constitution giv-* 
congress the power to establish uniform 
hours of labor in manufactories through- 
out the United States, recites the fact 
that there now exists a great diversity 
In the hours of labor in manufacturing 
establishments, varying from a week of 
66 hours to one of 72 hours. It is pointed 
out that this diversity creates conditions 
of discrimination as between citizens of 
the several states, which operate to the 
disadvantage of both labor and capital, 
resulting in unequal wages for a given 
amount of labor and unequal earnings 
for a given amount of capital. This lack 
of harmony is beyond the control of the 
states, it is said, and is sought to give 
the federal government power to legis- 
late.

Bongabon, province of NuevaEcija, have 
billed the American negro, David Fagin, 
a deserter from the 24th (colored) in- 
fantry, who for more than two years 
has been leading Filipinos against the 
American troops. The native scouts d<t- 
capitated their prisoner. The man's 
head, however, was recognized a* that 
of Fagin. /They also secured his com- 
mission in the insurgent army. Fagin 
had on one of his fingers the class ring of 
Lieutenant Frederick W. Altstatter of 
the engineers, who was captured by Fili- 
pinos supposedly under the command of 
Fagin himself, Oct 28,1900. 


Fagin has been reported killed 'upon 


several occasions. The authorities are 
satisfied that former statements of his 
death were erroneous and that he has 
now been killed. 


A military commission has sentenced 


the Filipino general, Isidoro Torres, to 
be hanged, after finding him guilty of 
ordering the assassination of Corporal 
Fieldner of the Twelth infantry at 
Malolos, province of Bulacjfn, last Oc- 
tober. The sentence of the commission 
has been disapproved by General Chaf- 
f ee, who finds that the commission bad 
reasonable grounds to doubt whether 
General Torres personally ordered the 
assassination of the American soldier. 
General Chaffee thinks that; the high 
rank-held by Torres in the insurgent 
army would have been sufficient to pre- 
vent such unmilitary action on hia 
part

In South Africa 


GREAT BRITAIN MAY LOSE 


In the Effort to Subdue Burghers, 


Whose Struggle For Independence ' 
Has Not Been Hopeless—Conquest ! 


, Would Be Fatal to England 
j 


Chicago, Dec. 9.—A program of pro- 


test against British methods in the 
South African wan was carried out be- 
fore an immense nudience in the audi- 
torium theatre here last! night. 
The 


meeting was held under the muspicles of 
the Chicago branch of the American 
Transvaal league. 


Following an eloquent address by W. 


Bonrke Gockran and earnest speeches 
by. others, resolutions for the appoint- 
ment of a committee to bring the senti- 
ments of the meeting before the presi- 
dent were adopted. Although an ad- 
mission was charged, the funds being 
intended to aid the Boers and especially 
the!; women and children, standing 
rc'jn was at a premium and many were 
liable to gain admittance. 


Mr. Cockran, the orator of the even- 


iag, said in part: "However men may 
differ about the invasion of the South 
African republics, all. are agreed that 
the restoration of peace is in the highest 
degree desirable. There arc but two 
ways in which1 the war can be termi- 
nated—either the Boers must surrender, 
or the English government must aban- 
don the attempt to &ubdue them. 


"It is quite generally assumed that 


the resistance of the Boers cannot be 
successful. But is it true that the re- 
sistance of the Boers is hopeless? 
Since the fall of Pretoria, it certainly 
has not been fruitless. It has been justi- 
fied by most important results. Lord 
Salisbury's position) that nothing bat 
absolute surrender 
would' be con- 


sidered has been abandoned and today 
the Burghers could secure almost any 
termsf short of complete and explicit 
acknowledgement of their indepen- 
dence. As their resistance has not been 
fruitless, neither is their struggle for in- 
dependence* hopeless. 
On the con- 


trary, if their resistance be prolonged 
for a few months, the abandonment of 
the struggle to subdue them by Great 
Britain is Inevitable. 


"This statement is not based on any 


special information concerning the war, 
but on the conviction that it-will be im- 
possible for the government to secure 
the passage of many more war appro- 
priations through the house of com- 
mons. The last budget was passed only 
after immense difficulties. All sources 
of taxation have practically' been ex- 
hausted aud fue attempt to effect an- 
other large war loan would1 result in 
such a fall in the price of consols as 
would seriously jeopardize British in- 
dustries. If, then, the Boer forces can 
hold the field a little longer, the attempt 
to subdue the republics must be aban- 
doned for lack of means to pursue it. 


"The capacity of the Boers to main- 


tain the struggle is placed beyond a 
doubt by the barbarity of the methods, 
employed to subdue them. The Eng- 
lish government cannot avoid support- 
ing the women and children made home- 
less by the destruction of the farms. 


"Nothing can be clearer than that the 


resistance of the Burghers cannot be, 


j suppressed", and, therefore, the only 
j possible way to peace is the withdrawal 
| of Great Britain of the attempt to sub- 


jugate the South African republics. 


"The British government may pro- 


long the war, but cannot change its out- 
come. Such a result being consistent 
with justice,It is in the interest of 
everyone to hasten it. The real interest 
of England as well as of the rest of the 
world will be advanced by promoting 
It. 


"The South African war did not arise 


from any question nvolving the rela- 
tions between the republics and the ad- 
joining British colonies, but from an at- 
tempt by Mr. Chamberlain to interfere 
in matters wholly affecting the do- 
mestic affairs of the Transvaal. 
Be- 


tween this country and Canada ques- 
tions of importance have been pending 
since the establishment of our inde- 
pendence. There would have been ten 
thousand times the justification for our 
annexing Canada to avoid the destruc- 
tion of the seal fisheries-aloue than could 
be based on any ground assigned by Mr. 
Chamberlain for disturbing the integrity 
of the South African republics. 
The 


real interest of the English people is in 
extending the domain of English com- 
merce, not in extending the domain of 
the English crown. 


"Disaster to the English people lies 


not in the defeat of this enterprise, but 
in its success. If the South African re- 
publics were subdued and the last Boer 
disarmed, the men and women now con- 
fined in captivity must be returned to the 
soil. To maintain authority over these 
people, resentful, dissatisfied, accus- 
tomed to bearing arm*,, would require 
Hie maintninnnce of a huge army and 
•uch an army could not be maintained 
without establishing compulsory mili- 
tary service in Great Britain. The es- 
tablishment "of compulsory military 
service in England would be the 
ruin of the British constitution. The 
name of England might remain to dis- 
tinguish a political division of the 
earth's surface, but not' to describe a 
country of constitutional freedom. 


"The conquest of the Transvaal, while

COMPULSORY ARBITRATION 
Far-Reaening Industrial Measure la 


Adopted by Australia 


Sydney, N. S., Dec. 9.—By the passage 


of the industrial arbitration bill through 
its final stages, the government has 
placed a law upon the' statute books, 
the working of which will excite inter- 
est throughout the whole world. 


This bill not only compels reference of 


all«lisputes between employers and em- 
ployes to a competenreourt, with pow- 
ers to enforce its orders and awards, but 
makes a strike or lockout, before 0r 
pending such reference, a misdemeanor 
punishable by a fine or imprisonment 
The court which will pass upon these 
disputes is to be presided over by a 
Judge of the supreme court and will have 
most extensive powers, including the 
power to declare a. standard wage and to 
direct that, other things being equal, an 
employer shall give preference to union- 
ist over non-unionist laborers. There is 
no appeal from the decisions of this 
court.

An Incident of Logging Camp 


In the Sierra 
Nevada, 


By JOHN HAMMOND HAMUN. 


Scattered throughout tbe Sierra Nevada 


mountains are numerous sawmills, which 
are making extensive itroads upon the 
magnificent tracts of timber land. The 
chain of mountains abounds in pictur- 
esque scenes, evergreen' trees, gigantic 
and medium sized, and fuzzy little thick- 
ets of diminutive saplings clothe the en- 
tire range, barring the bald, snow capped 
peaks and the acres cleared by the hand 
of man. 


The State Line sawmills are perhaps 


as well known as any other ou the 
Truekee river, a strea'm that runs a 
dozen or more like institutions along 
the eastern slopes of the sierras. For a 
matter of convenience the site of the 
State Line mills is situated on the banks 
of the Trnckee and within a few hundred 
feet of the Southern Pacific railway, in- 
suring an abundance of water power and 
a ready means of shipping lumber. But 
the logging camp is perched way up near 
the suow line, and access to it is impos- 
sible by vehicle on account of tbe steep, 
broken contour of the mountainous dis- 
trict. Of course it is very essential that 
the logging camp be kept well supplied 
with provisions, and, as there are uever 
fewer than 30 hearty and vigorous men 
employed at their various tasks prepar- 
ing tbe virgin forests for the saw, you 
can imagine what a quantity of food ia 
required to keep the larder well stocked. 


The mode of conveying all kinds of 


supplies to the airily located camp is by a 
train of seven pack males—«nall, wiry 
creatures that are strong and agile and 
quite capable of carrying a burden equal 
to their own weight up the arduous moun- 
tain trail that coils in a tortuous fashion 
from the mill np the high mountains to 
the rough log-cabins which constituted 
the loggers' domain. A sight long to be 
remembered are these donkeys, laden 
with cumbersome pack saddles, piled high 
with mfocellaneous goods, carefully pick- 
ing their way np the dizzy trail.» You ) 
wonder tbat such tiny creatures can stag- j 
ger under the loads, let alone their climb- i 
ing an almost perpendicular ascent. 
j 


' It is no easy thing to pilot a train of 
mules up a narrow mountain trail. They 
cannot be hurried out of a slow, slow 
walk, frequently coming to a halt and 
occasionally lying down in the middle of 
the trail. This last act is exceedingly 
aggravating, as the pack has to be re- 
moved before the donkey can arise again. 
With all tbe trials and tribulations con- 
nected thereto French Joe got along 
splendidly as muleteer of the State Line 
pack train—a big, cheerful man, with a 
deep, sonorous voice tbat each individual 
donkey had grown to understand. 
His 


"Hello, Jinny!" rang out like a rich toned 
bell and urged on the mules when a .lash 
would not have availed in the least. 


Every day the jtrip had to be made. 


Besides the provisions for the men, there 
were 20 headVf oxen and as many horses 
to be supplied with provender. One day 
the superintendent * of the logging camp, 
while down on a visit to the mills, hap- 
pened to observe a drove of pigs rooting 
about the boarding house. He suggested 
to his employers that it would be an ex- 
cellent idea t» have a few of them up at 
camp, as there'was plenty of refuser 
from the tables td keep them fat and his 
men would appreciate fresh pork now and 
then. The mill owners agreed with him, 
and so begins tbe real motive of this tale. 


It was next to' impossible to drive pigs 


along a wide, level roadway. It was ut- 
terly impossible to drive them np the 
mule trail. How, then, could these ten 
fat young, pyrkens, weighing from 50 to 
75 pounds each, be transported from 
their present field to the logging camp? 
The men''gave it up as an unsolved rid- 
dle. Just then French Joe's voice sang 
out a loud "HcHloa, Jinny!" and the su- 
perintendent exclaimed: "Thepack mules! 
That's the thing. Box the pigs up and 
load 'em on Joe's donkeys. What could 
be simpler V" 


Easily said, but the weary corps of 


men that caught and boxed those slip- 
pery, noisy sbotes declared that it was 
the hardest day's work they ever experi- 
enced.

United State* Grastnar Lands. 


A report on the work of the division 


of agrostology of the department of ag- 
riculture since Its organization In 1895 
has been submitted to Secretary Wil- 
son by Professor P. Lamson Scribner, 
the government agrostologlst The re- 
port says that of the unoccupied public 
lands about 365,400,000 ac5*s are now 
regarded as fit only for grazing pur- 
poses, and in addition there are 124,- 
800,000 acres of forest land, the greater 
portion of which is also used for graz- 
ing. As a result of the field work al- 
ready done the department has been en- 
abled to recommend to farmers and 
stockmen throughout the country the 
forage crops adapted to their conditions 
and special requirements and to carry 
on experiments with introduced forage 
plants likely to prove valuable in any 
particular region. Within the United 
States are grown over 1,000 species of 
grasses and perhaps a hundred or 
more other plants of sufficient forage 
value to justify their Investigation and 
cultivation.^

To Tench Soldier* to SwUfi. 


There is a certain inexplicable back- 


wardness In all armies in making the 
ability to swim as compulsory as other 
requirements of far less practical im- 
portance, says The Army and Navy 
Journal. If a soldier would not learn 
how to execute "fours, right," be would 
be at once attended to, but the fact that 
he doesn't know how to save his own 
life If he falls overboard is considered 
of less importance. This indifference 
prevails not only among landlubbers, 
but also among seamen. The accident 
at Bilancourt, where four French cav- 
alrymen were drowned while engaged 
in crossing the Seine during a military 
reoonnoissance, has caused a good deal 
of discussion in France, and the minis- 
ter of war has issued an order that in 
every case where rivers are to be cross- 
ed In peace operations by swimming 
certain regulations shall be observed.

Beautiful and Impressive Stage Set- 


ting. An Argument for Immor- 


tality of the Soul Drawn from 


the Teachings of Science

The m*Hional service held at the 


Richmond theaten last evening by 
North Adams lodge of Elks, No. 487, 
in memory of three deceased members 
William T. Clarkson, William H. 
Lally and Peter Harrington, filled the 
theater. Admission was by ticket. It 
was the first service of the kind held 
by the Elks in this city, and the 
large attendance showed a very gen- 
eral interest in*the event. Front seats 
were reserved for the families and 
relatives of the deceased members. 


Instrumental music was furnished 


by the Ideal orchestra, which opened 
the program at 8 o'clock with an 
overture. "Madonna," followed by a 
prelude, "Bevival march." The cur- 
tain was then raised disclosing the 
members of the lodge seated on the 
stage in lodge room order, with the 
altar in place. Exalted Ruler E. K. 
McPeck of Adams presided, speaking 
briefly of the memorial gatherings held 
annually by the Elks, and of the many 
things that remind us that we are 
born to die. He spoke of the fact that 
these gatherings bind the living" more 
closely together, and of the charac- 
teristics of the animal whose name 
the order has taken, among which are 
strength and fleetness. And as the 
elk is strong and fleet so the members 
of the, order of Elks endeavor to be 
swift and strong in relieving distress 
and performing their other benevolent 
and charitable work. 


At this point the secretary was In- 


structed to call the names of the de 
ceased members, and the house was 
darkened. 
As each name was called 


slowly and distinctly three times it 
flashed into sight in bright illumin- 
ated leters. The three namas given 
above were called, and then the name 
of William McKinley, who was a mem 
ber of the curder. 
When the four 


nam.es had appeared the lights had 
turned on and they were seen to be 
on a beautiful cross, covered with 
evergreens and flowers and illumin- 
ated with small electric lights. Mc- 
Kinley's name was in the center, Mr. 
Clarkson's at the top and those of 
Mr. Lally and Mr. Harrington at 
either side. Above all was the line, 
Nearer, my God to Thee." The effect 
was beautiful. 


The rear of the stage was draped 


with flags, and there was a row of 
palms across the front. In front of 
the cross was the altar. 
This' was 


draped with a flag by one of the offi- 
cers, who then laid upon it an open 
Bible, arid the head of an elk, with 
electric lights on the ends of the ant- 
lers, was placed on the altar. The 
opening ode was sung by the lodge, 
to the tune of "Auld Lang Syne." 
Prayer" was offered by Rev. W. L. 
Tenney, and then came a selection, 
"O Lord most holy," by the Schubert 
quartet, composed ' of Miss Maude 
Tinker, soprano, Mrs. W. M. Dickie, 
contralto, J. J. Marriott, tenor, Maur 
ice Phillips, basso. 
James Morley 


Chambers was the accompanist. This 
selection was followed by a tenor solo, 
"Thy hallowed presence 
by 
Mr. 


Marriott, and the next number on the 
program was the recitation of "Than- 
atopsis" by Miss Catherine C. Cm-ran, 
who recited the solemn, but beautiful 
poem with much gracefulness 
and 


effect. 
Maurice Phillips sang a bass 


solo, "A dream of paradise," and the 
speaker of the evening, Arthur 
C. 


Moreland of New York, a member of 
lodge No. 1 and editor of the Antler, 
the Elks' official 
organ, was intro- 


duced by Exalted Ruter McPeck. 


Mr. Moreland began his address by 


••saying that at all the gatherings of 
the Elks when the hour of Zl strikes 
they pause briefly and 
turn • their 


thoughts to their departed brothers, 
and once a year, on a Sunday night 
in December, a memorial servioe of 
this kind is held. He spoke of the 
increased thought that is giv^n to 
the dead as civilization advance* and 
of the work done in beautifying the 
resting places of the dead, and of the 
various ways in which we try to per- 
petuate the memory of those who are 
gone. All this is sentiment, but it is 
sentiment that most strongly stirs the 
heart. It is sentiment that leads the 
soldier to death in defense of his flag, 
that takes the faithful physician to 
the dangers of the pest house and hos 
pital and that keeps the engineer at 
bis post in the face of death. 


The motto of the order, "Charity, 


justice, brotherly love and fidelity," 
is inscribed on the four sides of the 
altar. The speaker dwelt particularly 
on the quality of the charity, which 
is not giving from a well filled pures, 
but it is to carry comfort and cheer 
to those who need them, and to re- 
frain from acts and words that may 
cause pain. It is to remember of 
those who are gone -what was good, 
and to forget what was evil The Elks 
do not believe with Hamlet that the 
eviJ men do lives after them> while 
the good is interred with their boneSi 
but they write the evil in the sand, 
where it will be quickly washed away, 
and the good is permanently engraved 
on their hearts. 


Mr. Moreland spoke of the contem- 


plation of! death, how it seems to 
youth like a remote contingency, to 
the mature man like a possibility and 
to the aged like a swift approaching 
certainty. But fear of death, he said, 
is not compatible with moral teaching 
or the revelation »f science. Science 
shows us that atoms are indestructi- 
ble, and if npatter cannot be destroyed 
there must certainly be immortality 
for the mind and spirit that dominate 
it. Where we cannot know we must 
substitute faith, and our lives should 
be such as to enable us to face the 
unseen future, whatever it may be. 
The speaker quoted from the Bible the 
Hnes relative to feeding the hungry, 
clothing the naked, visiting the sick 
and imprisoned, etc., and said these 


might be said to be the creed of the 
Elks. 


Mr. Moreland said this was not an 


occajslon where words should 
be 


spoken to harrow the souls of the 
friends of the departed, or to indulge 
in fulsome praise. It was to learn 
how to live, to commend the fidelity 
of the departed, to rejoice in the fact 
that they were faithful' and just, and 
to strive to follow in their footsteps. 
Ivy and amaranth are the emblems 
used at funerals of Elks, said 
the 


speaker, but on occasions like these 
the flower used is the forget-me-not. 


Another selection by the 
quartet 


was followed by brief closing cere- 
monies, after 
which 
the 
audience 


joined in singing "Nearer, my God, to 
Thee," and the benediction was pro- 
nounced by Rev. Mr. Tenney. 


The service was one of much in- 


terest throughout. The singing was 
exce'lent and Mr. Moreland's address 
was not only perfectly suited to the 
occasion, but was admirably delivered 
he being a. speaker of more than 01 
dinary ability. 
He was heard with 


the closest attention. 


Mr. Moreland is blind, but 
this 


would not have been noticeable if it 
had not been necessary to conduct 
him. to and from the stage. 


NEW LAW ON SUCCESSIONS 


Rights of Husband and Wife Equalize 


After January 1 


A new law concerning intestate es- 


tates will make important changes in 
the rights of surviving husbands and 
widows. He or she will take one-third 
of the net estate, both real and per- 
sonal, if the deceased leaves issue, and 
if the deceased leaves no issue $5000 
and onetoalf th« residue; and Will take 
the whole if the intestate left no kin- 
dred. Testate estates are also some- 
what affected as either the surviving 
husband or widow may waive the pro 
visions of the will within one year. 
Those alterations take effect January 
1 and will not affect in any way the es- 
tates of persons dying on or before 
December 30. 1901. 


The new law make® the rights of tiw 


husband and wif^ equal. Und.er the 
old law in case th«re was issue, the 
wife took only one- trird the personal 
estate and the income of one-third the 
real estate but the husband took on« 
half of the personal estate and the 
use of the real estate. In oa.se there 
was no issue the old law was v&ry 
complicated, the Division depending 
largely upon the form of the property. 
The n*w law is much simpler. The 
provision in case there was no issue 
and the intestate l«ft no kindred are 
the same as formerly.

These officers will be- 
gin their duties January 1 and it is 
expected that the college work will be 
begun early next fall in at least ono 
or more departments 


This election takes £>r. Lefavour off 


the list of candidates for the presi- 
dency of Williams, and readers of th" 
Transcript will -recall that this paper 
was the first to give the news of this 
probable 
outcome stating after the 


last meeting of the Williams trustees 
that Dr. Lefavour would not delay 
longer his acceptance of the profer- 
ed presidency of the new institution. 
Simmons college is to be established 
on new lin«s, 
and if Dr. Lefavour

He is a 
Fellow of the American Association 
for the advancement of science and 
the American academy of arts and 
sciences. He was appointed dean of 
the Williams faculty in 1897» which 
position he has held since.
